of Georgia. It is claimed that these 
bodies have, by their recent acts, af- 
fected not oply the credit of the two 
states, but that of the whole country

There is nothing in the Virginia 
platform to justify it. The yery tirst 
plank declares the importauce of using 
all just and honorable means to ‘do 
equal justice to all classes of creditors.”’ 
Col. Holliday, who has been selected 
by the democrats of the Old Dominion 
to carry thei: principles into prac- 
tice, said in a letter’ that 
was published in almost 
every county of the state, thit he was 
opposed to repudiation.

This constant clamoring is unsettling busivcs, 
aud throwingimpediments iu the way of te 
state's prosperity. Ihave not sought the high 
office of goveruor with, at this time, tts tremen 
dous responsibilities. My friends bave done m: 
great honor by thinking me worthy of it. Bui 
if the people of Virginia are now resolved to gu 
back upou arepownu hitberto untarnished, by 
the repudiation of her plighted faith, they nus 
find some other than wyselito do their bid 
ding. 

Did the action of the con- 
vention as a whole destroy the 
credit of Virginia! It did affect it. 
_ Her state bonds have advanced mate- 
rially since the convention met, and 
the indications are that they will soon 
go higher in consequence of its action. 

The reported repudiation in Georgia 
is all. gammon. Our convention could 
not repudiate, in any practical sense at 
least, what had already been thor- 
oughly and fully repudiated. Such 
papers as the New York 
Times and Evening Post seek to 
carry the impression, while avoiding 
distinct assertions, that the convention 
now in session has repudiated bonds | 
that had not been sat down on for 
several years.

bondholders talk of having the -staie railroads 
seized by the United States marshal, but it is 
doubtfal if tuat officer will care to venture upon 
such a seizure. ‘lhe first poss-ssors of tbe 
bonds gave no consideration at all for tnein, it 
appears, and, ina@as.nuch as the taint of fraud 
has allowed them fromthe beginniug,t{tis not 
probable that the present holders paid wore 
than anomina price, so that the actual 
from the repudiation will uot very severe, 
and certainly none of it will fall upon strie'ly 
“innocent bolders.”’

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THE VIRGINIA NOMINEES. 


The almost unprecedented strain of 
strength in the contest for the guber- 
natorial nomination resulted in the se- 
lection of Col. Frederick W. M. Holli- 
He is anative of Winchester, a 
lawyer by profession, and about forty- 
eight years of age. He graduated at 
the university of Virginia, and imme- 
diately entered upon the practice of law 
at Winchester, being elected common- 
wealth’s attorney of Frederick county 
when barely of legal age. This position 
be filed with ability until the breaking 
out of the late war, when he enlisted 
an infantry company, of which he was 
elected captain, and was assigned to 
the  thirty-third Virginia regiment, 
Stonewall brigade. 

At the reorganization of this regi- 
ment in April, 1862, he was elected its 
colonel. At the battle of Slaughter’s 
mountain, between Generals Jackson 
and Banks, Coionel Holliday was in 
command of the Stonewall brigade, and 
lost his right arm in the engagement. 
Chis wound so shocked his svstem that 
he was obliged to retire from actiye 
service, In 18€4 Colonel Holliday was 
elected a member of the Confederate 
congress, and was serving in that body 
at the time of the surrender. Sincethe 
war he has devot.d himself closely to 
his profession, having a large and lucra- 
live practice. 

Although a strong democ rat, Colonel 

Holliday has taken but little part in 
politics, and it was not until the recent 
presidential campaign, when he acted 
as one of the democratic electors at 
large, that he canvassed the state as a 
public speaker. In the Shenandoah 
valley, where Colonel Holiiday 18 best 
known, he @pjoys extensive personal 
popularity. In every enterprise affcet- 
ing the interests of his section Le nas 
always taken an active part. Colonel 
‘Holliday is strongly in favor of main- 
taining the credit of his state, though 
he would favor any well-deyised 
scheme for the readjustment of the 
public debt. 
Gen. James A. Walker, 
for lieutenant governor, 
Augusta county, Va., 
dent of Pulaski county, the south- 
western portion of the state. Heis a 
graduate of the Virginia military in- 
stitute, and a lawyer profession,

Iam as in- 
nocent of the charge as I am incapable 
of its wit, and never saw or heard of 
thé article until the morning of its ap 

pearance in print. It contains a slap 
at you and other gentlemen in the con- 
vention, who treated me with every 
courtesy during my sojourn in A‘lanta 
—g ntlemen whom I respect and es- 
teem, and number among my friends. 

To have attacked them with the per- 
sonality that characterizes the assault 
of “A Sovereign” behind the shadow 
of a name, is surely not my style. The 
compliment paid to my wit, is at the 
expense of my sincerity, and is far from 
gratifying. | have received two letter. 
from abroad, charging me with the au- 
thorship, and one of them to-day tells 
me thatin Atlanta the production is 
very generally accredited to me. Yes- 
terday a gentleman called my atten» 
tion to a correspondence from Atlanta 
in Tuesday’s Savannah Morning News, 
—coming the writer says from4 Chat- 
ham member—in which I am indicated 
as the “A Sovereign,” and designated 
as a dyspeptic, jaundiced claim 
ugent of bogus German bonds. 
So that it is time to disclaim 
the impeachment. Pease say to the 
Chatham member that my digestion 
was never better; mv liver never in 
finer working order. That lam impro- 
ving in fat and temper every day ; 
that I represented only good bonds, 
left Atlanta in good spirits, and was 
neither sOre nor humiliated at the 
action of the committee of final revi- 
sion. You may add that I never ask- 
ed nor thought of the convention taking 
specific action on any of the repudiated 
bonds, but that | wascredulous enoug!: 
to hope that the assembled wisdoiu 
aud conservatism of the land, would 
wrest the determination of claims 
against the state from a wild and unin- 
telligent vote of her people, and place 
it where it belonged—to the decision of 
a competent tribunal.

That all-mighty myth, the peopie, (so 
the conventioners tell me,) had spoken, 
and though their sentence wis the re~ 
sult of iguorance, was unconscionable 
and wrong, since no man can sit in 
judgment on his own case, — still 
the people, the people, oh, the 
people had spoken— 

“Ob, the people, the peopic! 

They that dwe!! up ia the steeple, all alone, 

And who feel a glory in to rolling 

On the human heart a stone!”’ 

The bonds whose validity I desired 
to be investigated by the courts of the 
state, I can demonstrate, have the 
sanction of her judiciary, her executive, 
and legislative departments. Before 
being issued they were eujoined, and 
the supreme court dissolved the in- 
junction. They were signed by Angier, 
as treasurer, and bore the signature of 
the secretary of state and varried the 
great seal; and the act which lent the 
credit of the state formally set forth the 
consideration and the performance o! 
the constitutional requirement. The 
committee of 1872, raised with tiie 
purpose to fi d grounds for repudiation, 
found a fraud in the series of $5,200,000 
bonds, and the ityislature, without 
going further and inquiring what bonds 
were infected, rejected the whole. Now 
this fraud never commenced until 
$1,500,000 had been issued and signed 
by Angier. As for this million anda half 
never were more solid obligations put 
upon paper. I want only a court to 
prove It. 

Independently of the validity of these 
bonds, the road built by German 
money has enhanced the values of 
property through which it goes to mill- 
ions in amount, upon which the state 
levies her tax. Let me show up one 
error right Lere. The state claims to 
be a victim of Mr. Bullock. It is net 
true. For while the state holdson fast 
endugh to the fruitsof Bullock’s mis- 
doings, she repudiates the payment of 
their price. Butthisis not the worst. 
She not only holds on to what our 
money innocently bought, but adds in- 
sult to injury by confounding us the 
real victim, with the thief. It is the 
Germans not the state of Georgia who 
have been made the, real sufferers at 
the heads of Bullock and his crew. 
The state has contrived to make money 
out of the business—made it cut of 
aonest Germans who bought her obli- 
vations, built her a railroad, raised up 
Villages, schools and newspapers along 
ap area of one hundred and seventy 
miles of her territory, and added will!- 
iousto her material‘wealth—made it out 
of men whom she is now pleased to call 
hard names, and make the term “Ger- 
man bondholder” as odious as Bullock, 
Blodgett and Kimball.
